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Editorial  Comment 


THE  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-Fifth  Commencement 
which  ended  on  June  loth  will  be  remembered  as  one 
of  the  most  successful  and  enjoyable  in  the  history  of  the 
College.  The  weather  conditions  were  ideal  and  the 
campus  never  looked  more  enticing. 
A  large  audience  greeted  Dr. 
Blakely,  of  Staunton,  who  preached 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  on  Sun- 
day, June  7th.  Tuesday  was  Alumni 
Day  and  an  unusually  large  group  of 
former  students  were  in  attendance. 
Col.  Br\an  Conrad,  of  Winchester, 
U.  S.  A.  retired  and  now  a  member 
of  the  Commission  for  Conservation 
and  Development,  was  the  Alumni 
speaker.  He  talked  in  a  most  inter- 
esting way  of  some  of  his  experiences 
in  the  Army  in  this  country,  the 
Philippines  and  China,  and  then 
spoke  most  instructively  on  the 
work  of  the  Commission  for  Con- 
servation and  Development  in  plac- 
ing historical  markers  on  the  high- 
ways throughout  the  State  and  em- 
phasized the  neglect  of  our  histor)' 
in  the  past,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that,  while  Paul  Revere's  ride 
was  known  in  song  and  story,  the 
much  greater  feat  of  Jack  Jewett,  in 
his  marvelous  ride  to  warn  the 
Virginia  Legislature  and  the  Gover- 
nor at  Charlottesville  of  Tarleton's 
approach,  is  little  known  by  our  own 
people.  Col.  Conrad  was  a  member 

of  the  Class  of  1 891,  though  he  left  College  in  1889.  The 
revival  of  the  custom  of  having  an  Alumni  address  at 
Commencement  is  proving  a  distinct  success. 

At  the  business  meeting  of  the  Alumni  in  Bagby  Hall, 
some  fifty  odd  were  in  attendance  and  great  interest  and 
loyalty  were  manifested  by  them.  The  most  important 
action  taken  by  the  Alumni  was  a  resolution  unanimously 
passed  opposing  any  lowering  of  the  standard  for  entrance 
or  for  graduation,  which  resolution  will  be  duly  certified 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  importance  of  adhering  to  the  present  standards 
is  shown  by  the  success  of  our  young  alumni  in  graduate 
work  everywhere.  Two  Doctors  of  Philosophy — G.  H. 
Thompson  at  Harvard  and  R.  C.  Garlick  at  Virginia  this 
session — The  Masters  of  Arts,  the  Masters  of  Science  and 
the  Doctors  of  Medicine  (mentioned  elsewhere  in  this 
issue)  attest  the  value  and  efficiency  of  our  present  courses.

THE  buffet  supper  tendered  by  the  ladies  of  the 
Faculty  at  the  Commons  Tuesday  evening  to  the 
graduates  and  their  families,  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
visiting  Alumni  and  guests,  which  has  been  a  feature  for  a 
number  of  years,  was  one  of  the 
most  delightful  that  has  ever  been 
held  and  this  occasion  is  being 
looked  forward  to  from  year  to  year 
by  returning  Alumni.

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N  Commencement  Day,  the 
argest  number  of  graduates  in 
the  history  of  the  College  received 
their  diplomas,  forty-three  in  num- 
ber. It  was  an  exceptionally  good 
class  and  some  very  high  records 
were  made,  the  first  honor  having 
been  achieved  by  Marshall  Wilson, 
of  Chase  City,  who  delivered  the 
Valedictory.  The  Commencement 
address  by  Henning  W.  Prentis,  of 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  Vice  President  of  the 
American  Cork  Company,  was  one 
of  the  finest  addresses  ever  delivered 
at  Hampden-Sydney.  He  emphas- 
ized the  importance  of  a  liberal  arts 
education  in  the  field  of  business. 
His  facility  of  expression  and  his 
unusual  ability  to  choose  the  right 
words  to  convey  the  right  meaning 
were  striking,  and  he  skillfully  wove 
into  his  address  a  thread  of  humor, 
which  delighted  the  audience.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  address  will  be  published  in  pamphlet 
form  for  circulation  among  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  the 
College  who  failed  to  hear  it  and  also  that  those  who  did 
hear  it  may  be  able  to  preserve  it.  Mr.  Prentis  is  a  nephew 
of  Judge  R.  R.  Prentis,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia. 


IT  is  noticeable  that  more  and  more  Alumni  who  have  for 
one  reason  or  another  failed  to  return  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  for  many  years  are  now  finding  their  way  back. 
It  is  just  another  manifestation  of  their  increasing  interest 
in  the  College.  Among  those  returning  to  this  Commence- 
ment, there  were  those  who  had  not  been  back  for  thirty 
or  forty  years  and  it  was  gratifying  to  hear  their  expres- 
sions of  amazement  at  the  great  progress  the  College  had 
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made  in  physical  betterments  and  also  in  its  growth.  So 
often,  graduates  think  that  there  was  no  student  body  like 
the  student  body  of  which  they  were  a  part,  but  the  con- 
census of  opinion  of  these  returning  old  graduates  was  that 
not  only  had  there  been  a  great  increase  in  student  at- 
tendance, but  that  the  high  personnel  of  their  day  had  not 
only  been  maintained,  but  had  really  advanced. 


AT  a  time  when  many  of  the  leading  educational 
l\.  institutions  of  the  country  are  no  longer  requiring 
any  foreign  language  as  a  pre-requisite  for  graduation, 
thus  tending  to  lower  standards,  the  action  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association,  at  their  meeting  in  June,  just  referred 
to,  is  refreshing.  The  remarkable  record  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  graduates  recently  shown  is  due  in  no  small  part 
to  its  curriculum  which  has  stressed  the  ancient  languages 
and  has  made  one  or  more  of  these  essential  for  graduation. 
A  fair  knowledge  of  Latin,  or  Greek,  or  some  foreign 
language  is  essential  to  the  proper  knowledge  of  English 
itself  outside  of  its  value  for  mental  training,  and  it  is 
heartening  to  see  that  the  Alumni  of  this  College  are  firmly 
opposed  to  any  action  which  would  tend  to  lower  the 
standard  of  graduation. 


From  the  Dean's  Office 

THE  averages  from  the  clerk's  office  show  two  records 
broken.  The  average  for  the  student  body  for  the 
session  'so-'ji  is  the  highest  yet  recorded.  The  fraternities 
also  have  established  a  new  record.

Honorary  Degrees  and  Awards  Conferred  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  Through  President  J.  D.  Eg-gleston 


SE\'ER.\L  years   ago   an   alumnus   of  this   College,   because  of   his 
devotion  to  alma  mater,  gave  up  a  larger  salary  as  .Athletic  Director 

of  a  Southern  University  to  come  back  here  and  give  his  fine  talents 
to  the  present  movement  to  put  Hampden-Sydney  on  solid  ground. 

He  had  then,  as  he  has  now,  a  great  reputation  as  a  skilled  coach  in 
athletics.  His  influence  for  good  at  Hampden-Sydney  cannot  be  measured. 
The  other  members  of  the  Facult\'  place  a  very  high  value  upon  his 
services  in  educating  the  students  in  those  many  elements  of  character 
which  can  be  made  or  marred  on  the  athletic  field,  and  which,  under  his 
training,  result  in  a  love  of  honesty,  a  spirit  of  honor,  a  cheerful  patience 
in  defeat,  a  restrained  exultation  in  victory.  It  is  worth  something  to  a 
boy  to  know  that  his  teacher  will  not  have  him  stoop  to  win  a  game  by 
means  that  are  in  the  slightest  degree  a  deviation  from  what  is  right  and 
above-board. 

All  of  us  know  how  sadly  lacking  this  College  is  in  the  physical 
equipment  which  means  so  much  to  an  institution — a  gymnasium, 
adequate  fields  on  which  to  play,  and  other  necessary  accessories.  We 
know,  also,  the  sad  condition  into  which  college  athletics  have  fallen 
because,  in  the  supreme  desire  to  win  games,  they  have,  in  many  insti- 
tutions, degenerated  into  a  commercialization  which,  because  secretly 
engineered,  is  the  more  heinous,  and  makes  genuinely  amateur  sport  a 
mere  name. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  recognizes  all  of  what 
I  have  said,  and  has  asked  me  to  present  to  our  .Athletic  Director  the 
following  resolutions,  unanimously  adopted  at  our  meeting  on  yesterday: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  desires  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation of  the  eminent  services  of  Mr.  Charles  .A.  Bernier  as  Athletic 
Director  of  Hampden-Sydney  College; 

That  the  Board  endorses  the  emphasis  placed  by  Mr.  Bernier  upon 
athletics  as  a  great  field  for  mental,   spiritual  and  physical  education; 

That  the  Board  further  endorses  his  consistent  refusal  to  com- 
mercialize noble  sports  at  the  expense  of  a  sound  morale;  and 

That  the  Board  assures  Mr.  Bernier  that  in  his  efl'orts  to  secure  an 
adequate  physical  equipment  and  a  well-endowed  Department  of 
Physical  Education,  he  will  have  the  sincere  cooperation  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  every  way  possible. 


The  .Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion  has  for  several  years  been 
presented  by  the  New  A'ork  Southern  Society  in  memory  of  its  first 
President,  .Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan.  It  is  awarded  to  some  member  of 
the  graduating  class  for  admirable  spiritual  qualities,  outstanding,  and 
practically  demonstrated  in  daily  life  with  other  people. 

The  College  has  been  requested  by  a  representative  of  the  New  York 
Southern  Society  to  present  each  year  to  an  alumnus,  also,  one  of  these 
Medallions.  The  committee,  upon  which  rests  the  responsibility  of 
bestowing  this  Medallion,  finds  itself  confronted  with  an  embarrassment 
of  rich  material.  At  least  a  dozen  names  came  to  mind  at  once. 

The  decision  made  by  the  committee  does  not  mean  that  the  one 
whom  the  committee  decided  to  recognize  is  worthier  of  it  than  others, 
but  it  does  mean  that  in  the  estimation  of  the  committee,  and,  we  feel  sure, 
in  the  estimation  of  the  entire  body  of  .Alumni,  no  alumnus  is  worthier 
of  this  recognition. 

Eminent  as  a  scholar,  as  a  scientist,  as  an  educator,  as  a  constructive 
administrator,  as  a  publicist  and  as  an  author;  bearing  in  himself  the  very 
finest  spiritual  qualities;  outstanding  in  public  service  not  only  to  his 
alma  mater,  but  to  his  state  and  the  nation;  a  builder  of  two  great 
universities — how  could  the  committee  do  otherwise  than  bestow  this 
Medallion  upon  Charles  William  Dabney.' 

SAMUEL  PAGE  DUKE 

A  native  of  Franklin  County,  Virginia;  a  graduate  of  Randolph- 
Macon  College,  Class  of  1903;  distinguished  in  his  studies,  in  debating, 
in  oratory,  and  in  athletics;  a  teacher  eminently  successful,  and  a  prin- 
cipal equally  so;  Master  of  Arts  of  Columbia  University,  Class  of  1913; 
at  the  head  of  the  list  of  scholarship  winners  in  Teachers'  College, 
Columbia  University,  1913;  Head  of  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Director  of  the  Training  School  at  State  Teachers'  College,  Farmville, 
Virginia,  1914;  in  1918,  State  Supervisor  of  High  Schools  for  Virginia, 
under  appointment  of  the  State  Board  of  Education;  since  1919  President 
of  the  State  Teachers'  College,  Harrisonburg,  Virginia;  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa;  an  educator  who  is  fulfilling  the  great  promise  he  gave 
upon  his  entrance  into  that  field — the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
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Sydnev  College  confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  upon  Samuel  Page 
Duke.'

A  native  of  South  Carolina;  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Erskine  College, 
South  Carolina,  Class  of  1914;  Master  of  Arts,  Princeton  University, 
igi8;  a  graduate  of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  1919;  a  graduate 
student  of  Louisville  Theological  Seminary,  igig-21;  Princeton  Fellow 
at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  1921-22;  a  graduate  student  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  1925, 
with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology;  a  graduate  student  1927-28,  at 
Oxford  LIniversity,  England,  and  the  University  of  Berlin;  Professor  of

confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  Hunter  Bryson  Blakely, 
Jr. 

FRANKLIN  DAVIS 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Class  of  1900;  a 
graduate  of  The  Episcopal  Seminary,  Alexandria,  Virginia,  Class  of 
1903;  a  student  at  George  Washington  University;  a  successful  mission 
worker  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona;  occupying  many  positions  of  honor 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  with  a  record  of  great  and  growing 
usefulness;  at  present  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Danville,  Kentucky — 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  confers  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  Rev.  Franklin  Davis. 

SIDNEY  JOHNSON  VENABLE 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Southwestern  Presbyterian  University,  Class 
of  1916;  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond,  Virginia,  Class  of  1918;  a  student  at  the  Biblical  Seminary 
in  New  York,  in  1926.  Until  recently  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Suffolk,  Virginia;  showing  great  ability  as  an  organizer  of  Home  Mission 
work  in  his  Presbytery  and  in  the  Synod,  and  in  the  establishment  of 
Young  People's  Bible  Conferences;  a  writer' and  speaker  of  force,  direct- 
ness and  charm — the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  Sidney  Johnson  Venable. 

CHARLES  ARMISTEAD  BLANTON 

Under  Dr.  Moses  Hoge,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  from  1807 
through  1820,  a  theological  department  was  conducted  by  him  as  a  part 
of  the  college  curriculum. 

I  love  to  think  of  some  of  those  who  studied  under  this  great  and 
good  man:  of  Daniel  Baker,  great  evangelist,  founder  of  Austin  College, 
Texas,  for  whom  was  named  Daniel  Baker  College  of  the  same  state;  of 
Edward  Baptist,  great  divine  and  founder  of  Richmond  College — now 
the  University  of  Richmond;  of  Samuel  Davies  Hoge,  preacher  of  the 
gospel,  scholar,  professor  in,  and  Vice  President  of,  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  and  later  professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy 
in  Ohio  University;  of  William  Nelson  Scott,  eminent  preacher  and 
teacher  and  a  man  of  God;  of  the  brilliant  Thomas  Poague  Hunt,  who 
became  a  noted  pulpit  orator,  a  temperance  lecturer  of  national  fame,  a 
potent  advocate  of  emancipation. 

And  my  mind  often  reverts  with  pleasure  to  the  name  of  Jesse  Scott 
Armistead,  who,  after  studying  under  Dr.  Hoge,  was  one  of  the  three 
students  composing  the  newly  organized  Seminary,  in  1823,  under  John 
Holt  Rice.  His  name  is  the  first  one  enrolled  as  such  in  the  catalogue  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia. 

The  only  time  Jesse  Armistead  was  ever  second  in  anything  was 
when  he  took  the  second  honor  in  his  class  at  Hampden-Sydney.  He 
became  one  of  the  foremost  divines  of  Virginia  and  of  the  South;  was 
instrumental  in  raising  substantial  sums  of  money  for  his  alma  mater, 
and  left  a  name  in  his  native  county  of  Cumberland  that  is  still  a  fragrant 
memory. 

One  of  Dr.  Armistead's  daughters  married  the  brilliant  and  cultured 
Philip  Southall  Blanton,  who,  after  graduating  with  first  honors  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  Class  of  1847,  graduated  with  honors  at  Jefferson 
Medical  College,  in  Philadelphia,  practiced  his  profession  in  his  native 
county  of  Cumberland,  became  a  Confederate  soldier,  and  died  in  1862, 
in  the  very  prime  of  a  life  of  wonderful  promise. 

From  that  marriage  of  Philip  Southall  Blanton  and  the  daughter 
of  Jesse  Scott  Armistead,  came  a  boy  who  showed  himself,  in  mental 
abilities,  in  sterling  Christian  character,  in  culture,  and  in  all  the  graces 
of  a  rich  mental  and  spiritual  inheritance,  a  worthy  descendant  of  his 
ancestry. 

He  did  not  have  the  privilege  of  attending  Hampden-Sydney. 
That  was  denied  him  by  the  ruthless  invaders  of  our  State  in  1861-65, 
who  left  him — as  they  left  tens  of  thousands  of  others — under  the 
burden  of  a  crushing  poverty.  But  he  did  attend  a  college  of  unique 


distinction.  Garfield  said  that  it  was  a  liberal  education  to  a  boy  to  sit  as 
a  student  on  one  end  of  a  log,  with  Mark  Hopkins  on  the  other  end; 
and  so  it  may  be  said  that  with  William  Stoddert — scholar  and  gentleman 
— on  one  end  of  a  log  and  his  eager  pupil  on  the  other  end,  the  boy 
earned  his  degree,  summa  cum  laudc,  call  it  what  you  will. 

From  this  school  this  young  man  entered  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  graduated.  He  has  been  all  of  his  life  a  discriminating 
student  and  reader;  he  is  one  of  the  first  men  in  his  profession  in  his 
city  and  state.  Everything  that  touches  human  life  is  of  interest  to  him. 
A  more  devoted  friend  of  Hampden-Sydney  never  has  existed,  does  not 
now  exist,  and  never  will  exist.  When  one  says  that  his  worth  is  equalled 
only  by  his  modest} ,  language  can  go  no  further. 

For  the  second  time  in  its  history,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  waives  its  regulation  and  bestows  upon  a  member  of  its  own 
body  an  honorary  degree — that  of  Doctor  of  Laws  (LL.  D.)  upon 
Charles  Armistead  Blanton.

My  dear  Mr.  Walker: 

Your  valued  letter  of  recent  date  asking  if  I  was  one  of  the  students 
at  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  late  6o's  who  had  seen  service  in  the  Con- 
federate army.  When  the  war  began  I  was  a  mere  lad,  but  was  awfully 
anxious  to  fight — or  thought  I  was.  Before  reaching  sixteen  I  volunteered 
and  served  during  the  last  year  of  the  conflict  in  Company  C,  Second 
Kentucky  Battalion,  John  H.  Morgan's  Brigade.  My  appetite  for 
fighting  was  fully  satisfied.  I  saw  much  hard  service  and  underwent 
many  hardships,  as  all  Confederates  did  at  that  period  of  the  war.  I 
was  captured  in  December,  1864,  and  spent  that  winter  in  Camp  Chase, 
Columbus,  Ohio,  was  exchanged  and  returned  south  in  Adarch.  Although 
I  was  undergoing  a  strenuous  experience  for  a  boy  my  heart  was  almost 
broken  when  the  sad  end  came. 

Attending  the  session  of  '67-'68  there  were  four  students  from 
Pulaski  County  and  three  of  them  had  been  Confederate  soldiers: 
J.  M.  Wysor,  J.  C.  Painter  and  myself. 

I  hope  that  an  early  opportunity  may  be  afforded  me  to  meet  you 
personally.  You  ought  to  be  a  fine  fellow,  for  both  of  your  parents  were 
richly  endowed  with  lovable  qualities.  I  held  an  aflfection  for  your 
father  such  as  I  felt  for  few  others. 

Please  pardon  this  hasty  note.

OUR  social  events  for  this  rare  springtime  fall  into 
about  three  categories:  Finish-up  dramatics  and 
musicales,  preexamination  banquets,  and  commencement 
festivities. 

First,  dramatics:  The  Brat,  by  Maud  Fulton,  was 
presented  in  a  joint  Hampden-Sydney  and  State  Teachers' 
College  cast,  Mrs.  Walter  Putney  and  Eddie  Bell  in 
leading  parts  well  done.  Miss  Wheeler  directing.  A  more 
elaborate  and  unusual  attempt  was  that  by  the  State 
Teachers'  College  alone — the  Chinese  allegory,  The 
Yellow  Jacket.  Hampden-Sydney  furnished  the  one-string 
Chinese  Orchestra.  The  cast  contained  about  thirty  actors 
and  the  oriental  illusion  was  quite  successful.  Later  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Jongleurs,  assisted  by  the  Glee  Club 
and  directed  by  Professor  Nelson,  presented  Lord  Dun- 
sany's  queer  one-act  play  ^4  Night  At  An  Inn.  Again 
Eddie  Bell  was  in  the  leading  part,  "Toflfy,"  while  Wall, 
Pauley  and  Greenlees  were  the  sailors.  The  idol  with  his 
great  ruby  eye  was  Miss  Elizabeth  Eggleston's  achieve- 
ment over  the  frame  of  "Big  Hammack." 

The  Junior  Festival  of  Music  of  Southside  Virginia, 
Professor  Alfred  H.  Strick,  of  the  State  Teachers'  College, 
Director,  gathered  about  it  many  social  functions.  The 
formal  dinner  to  distinguished  guests  took  place  at  Long- 
wood  the  evening  before  the  festival.  President  Jarman 
presided  and  there  were  dinner  speeches  by  Doctor  James 
Francis  Cooke  (President,  Presser  Music  Company; 
Editor,  Etude,  etc.),  Mrs.  Grace  Godard  (National  Junior 
Council,  Federation  Music  Clubs),  Major  Tittman 
(noted  baritone),  and  by  many  other  national  and  state 
music  officials  and  notables.  The  next  morning  there  was 
a  recital  by  Major  Tittman  in  the  State  Teachers'  College 
Auditorium,  followed  by  a  bufTet  lunch  at  Longwood 
(Miss  Purdum  and  her  Junior  Orchestra,  hosts).  That 
afternoon  saw  the  festival  itself,  its  chorus  of  three  hun- 
dred, with  various  additional  choirs  and  units.  The  affair 
wound  up  with  a  delightful  tea  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  J.  Marshall  at  their  home,  "Edgewood." 

Annual  banquets  have  been  held  by  the  Ribbon  So- 
ciety, Phi;  by  the  Nu  Chapter  of  Theta  Chi;  by  the 
Sigma  Upsilon  Literary  Club;  by  Sigma  Ribbon  Society; 
by  the  Seven  and  a  Half  Club;  by  the  Delta  Local  Fra- 
ternity; while  Mrs.  E.  R.  Booker,  of  Farmville,  enter- 
tained jointly  in  her  home  and  garden  the  Chi  Phi's  of 
Hampden-Sydney  and  the  Tri  Sigmas  of  the  S.  T.  C. 

Commencement  came  apace  in  connection  with  which 
was  given  the  alumni  luncheon  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall  on  Tuesday  and  the  buffet  supper  by  the  faculty 
ladies  to  the  Senior  Class  and  their  parents  and  friends 
on  Tuesday  evening;  besides  a  tea  given  commencement 
visitors  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  by  Dean  and  Mrs.  Reed, 
and  a  buffet  luncheon  for  parents  of  the  graduates,  given 
by  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Massey  on  Wednesday  after  the 
graduating  exercises,  and  an  interesting  luncheon  given  at 
the  Tea  Room  by  Doctor  Charles  Dabney  to  the  descend- 
ants of  the  Captives  of  Ab's  Valley,  the  Morrison  Clan.

Hampden-Sydney  Graduates

The  most  surprising  fact  in  the  above  table  is  the  large 
proportion  of  our  graduates  in  business,  the  largest  per- 
centage, in  fact,  in  any  single  vocation.  Not  surprising  is 
the  fact  that  djL7%  or  almost  two-thirds  of  our  graduates 
are  in  the  professions :  teaching,  the  ministry,  medicine  and 
law.  Another  striking  fact  is  that  our  representation  in 
Who's  Who  is  abnormally  low  in  the  business  field  and 
abnormally  high  in  education.  Thus  we  turn  out  only 
one-tenth  as  many  who  make  their  mark  in  business  as 
might  be  expected;  but  three  times  as  many  as  might  be 
expected  who  attain  to  note  in  the  educational  world. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  big  business  oppor- 
tunitites  have  been  small  in  the  South,  whereas,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  thorough  classical  training  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  given  its  graduates  a  superior  advantage  in 
the  field  of  scholarship.  This  is  confirmed  by  the  fact 
that  about  two-thirds  of  our  graduates  listed  in  the  big 
red  volume  were  graduated  with  honors,  in  other  words, 
those  who  most  "exposed"  themselves  to  the  training 
offered. 

Among  the  illusions  dispelled  is  that  Hampden-Sydney 
produces,  as  one  uninformed  editor  privately  alleged,  "just 
a  bunch  of  teachers  and  preachers."  The  facts  are  that 
these  professions  form  only  43%  of  our  graduates  and  that 
Hampden-Sydney  contributes  a  well-balanced  quota  to 
almost  all  walks  of  life.  There  is  a  mild  shortage  of 
engineers,  journalists  and  artists.  Another  shattered  mis- 
conception is  that  we  owe  our  high  ranking  in  Who's  Who 
to  our  multitude  of  ministers  and  teachers.  Since  ministers 
and  educators  number  only  one  out  of  eight  and  one  out 
of  six,  respectively,  in  its  pages,  our  decidedly  larger 
percentage  (13%  more)  in  these  two  callings  is,  by  the  law 
of  chances,  a  handicap  rather  than  an  ad\antage.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  fact  that  our  large  percentage  of  ministers 
in  Who's  Who  (28%),  are  all  authors,  editors  or  educators 
in  addition,  confirms  the  College's  historic  emphasis  upon 
scholarship.  It  also  gives  finality  to  the  conclusion, 
already  well-known,  that  Hampden-Sydney  has  been  a 
leading  fountain  source  of  church  leadership  and  Christian 
scholarship.  The  remarkably  large  number  of  college 
presidents  and  university  department  heads  shows, 
likewise,  her  signal  record  in  educational  leadership. 
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General  Roger  A.  Pryor 
and  "H.-S.  Boys"

AMONG  the  distinguished  Alumni  of  Hampden-Syd- 
L  ney,  Roger  Atkinson  Pryor,  '46,  ranks  high.  He  was 
a  brilliant  student  and  a  brilliant  orator  when  at  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

He  so  distinguished  himself  as  a  political  editor,  that 
he  was  offered,  and  accepted,  the  position  of  Minister  to 
Greece.  Later  he  entered  the  United  States  House  of 
Representatives,  and  then  the  Confederate  Congress. 
He  was  in  the  minority  among  Virginians  in  favoring 
secession  from  the  United  States,  and  was  as  active  in 
behalf  of  secession  as  another  distinguished  Alumnus, 
Robert  Lewis  Dabney  (afterwards  Chief-of-Staflf  of 
Stonewall  Jackson),  was  active  in  opposition  to  it. 

Pryor  became  a  Brigadier-General  in  the  Confederate 
States  Army.  He  was  in  South  Carolina,  in  behalf  of 
secession,  when  the  state  authorities  determined  to  reduce 
Fort  Sumter,  and  the  privilege  of  firing  the  first  gun  at 
Fort  Sumter  was  accorded  him,  but  he  declined  in  favor 
of  Edmund  Ruffin,  another  Virginian.  General  Pryor, 
after  the  close  of  the  war,  went  to  New  York  City  and 
became  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  among  the  brilliant 
coterie  of  lawyers  of  that  city.  He  was  made  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  later  became  a  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York  City,  until  he  retired 
in  1899. 

After  leaving  college,  Roger  A  Pryor  married  a  Miss 
Rice,  who  was  as  brilliant  in  mind  and  as  charming  and 
fascinating  in  manner  as  was  her  husband.  She  wrote 
several  volumes  of  delightful  books,  one  of  them  entitled 
"Reminiscences  of  Peace  and  War."  In  this  book  she  has 
an  account  of  the  "Hampden-Sydney  Boys"  who  went 
to  war.  What  she  says  will  prove  of  interest  to  many  of 
the  Alumni: 

"My  uncle  had  a  son  already  in  the  cavalry  service — and  another, 
Henry,  a  fine  young  fellow  of  sixteen,  was  at  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
Virginia.  Presently  a  letter  from  the  latter  filled  the  family  at  The  Oaks 
with — yes,  anxiety — but  at  the  same  time  a  proud  sense  of  how  old 
Revolutionary  "blood  will  tell."  Henry  was  on  the  march!  At  the  first 
tocsin  of  war  the  students  of  Hampden-Sydney  had  rushed  to  arms — 
most  of  them  under  age;  and  when  their  President,  the  venerated  Rev. 
John  .'Atkinson,  found  they  would  go,  he  placed  himself  at  their  head 
as  their  captain.  Military  tactics  had  not  been  included  in  his  theo- 
logical training.  So  promptly  had  he  responded  to  the  call  of  his  country 
he  had  no  opportunity  to  drill  his  young  soldiers  according  to  the  rules 
of  Hardee  and  Jomini;  but  he  did  more  for  them  than  this.  His  fatherly 
care  and  his  example  of  courage,  fortitude,  and  faith  in  the  cause  inspired 
them  to  bear  hardships  which  were  severe  almost  beyond  their  powers 
of  endurance. 

"Notwithstanding  the  inexperience  of  their  captain,  these  boys, 
fresh  from  their  college  halls,  were  often  publicly  complimented  as  they 
headed  the  column  in  the  long  marches  over  the  mountains  of  Virginia. 

"When  they  were  called  to  Richmond  their  patriotic  ardor  received 
a  shock.  Governor  Letcher  seriously  took  under  consideration  the 
propriety  of  sending  them  back  to  school  on  account  of  their  youth.  A 
committee  from  the  company  waited  upon  him  and  he  was  finally 
prevailed  upon  to  allow  them  to  go  to  the  front. 

"They  soon  learned  what  war  was — these  beardless  college  boys — 
and  bore  themselves  gallantly  in  several  engagements.  But  their  military 
career  was  brief.  McClellan  flanked  their  position  at  Rich  Mountain, 
July  12,  1861,  and  cut  off  every  avenue  of  retreat.  The  whole  command, 
after  a  sharp  engagement,  were  made  prisoners  of  war.  For  the  time 
being  the  boys  felt  their  military  career  to  have  been  an  inglorious 
failure. 

"While  they  were  thus  disappointed  and  depressed,  a  Federal 
officer,  presumably  a  lieutenant,  visited  them  in  the  prison  camp.  He 


said  he  had  heard  so  much  of  the  boy  soldiers  led  by  their  college  presi- 
dent that  he  wished  to  make  their  acquaintance. 

"The  boys  were  not  by  way  of  being  over  anxious  to  receive  visits 
from  their  victors.  The  officer  asked,  'Why  in  the  world  are  you  here?' 

"  'We  are  here  to  fight!'  said  thev.  'What  do  vou  suppose  we  came 
for?' 

"  'Well,  boys,'  said  the  officer,  pleasantly,  'make  yourselves  easy. 
I'll  send  you  home  to  your  mothers  in  a  few  days.' 

"The  officer  was  General  McClellan! 

"The  company  was  paroled,  but  was  not  exchanged  for  a  year. 
This  prolonged  parole,  they  always  thought,  was  due  to  General  Mc- 
ClcUan's  influence  in  order  to  give  them  a  whole  year  at  college. 

"They  all  returned  to  the  army  after  their  exchange,  but  never  as 
the  'Hampden-Sydney  Boys.'  They  never  forgot  the  little  interview 
with  the  General.   He  won  all  their  hearts. 

"Our  own  Hampden-Sydney  boy,  Henry  Rice,  soon  afterward 
wrote  from  a  hospital  in  Richmond  that  he  was  ill  with  fever.  My  uncle 
ordered  him  home  and  I  took  the  great  family  coach  and  Uncle  Peter 
and  went  to  the  depot,  fourteen  miles  away,  to  fetch  him.  He  looked  so 
long,  that  I  doubted  whether  I  could  bestow  him  in  the  carriage;  and  as 
he  was  too  good  a  soldier  for  me  to  suggest  that  he  be  'doubled  up,'  I 
entered  the  carriage  first,  had  his  head  and  shoulders  placed  in  my  lap, 
then  closed  the  door  and  swung  his  long  legs  out  of  the  window!" 


Arthur  Tufts,  1901

ARTHUR  TUFTS  was  born  in  iSSo,  at  Kirkwood,  near" 
m\.  Atlanta  and,  though  he  traveled  far  and  lived  in  many 
places,  he  never  deserted  Georgia  in  spirit  and  devotion. 
Practical,  hard-headed  man  of  business  many  would  have 
called  him  and  this  he  was  but  he  had  the  vision  of  the 
artist  and  the  poet  and  the  faith  that  kindles  energy  to 
bring  to  pass  the  dream's  fulfillment. 

Death  robbed  him  of  his  mother  when  he  was  but  four 
years  old,  and  life  seems  very  early  to  have  meant  loneli- 
ness and  struggle  for  him.  About  the  first  and  only  money 
of  his  childhood  days  was  a  ten  dollar  bill  presented  to 
him  at  the  age  of  ten,  and  with  this  he  bought  a  dog, 
faithful  companion  of  his  boyhood,  and  from  a  second- 
hand store  a  gold-headed  cane  with  which  he  never  parted. 

At  fifteen,  a  clerk  in  a  grocery  store  and  chafing  be- 
cause the  outlook  was  so  narrow,  he  amazed  his  employer 
by  cornering  the  egg  market  and  by  declaring  that  he  must 
leave  the  business  unless  it  gave  greater  evidences  of 
success.  Alan  and  boy,  he  knew  his  own  mind  and  followed 
his  own  course  in  a  direct  and  open  way.  LIpon  the  heels 
of  the  grocery  store  experience  came  work  in  a  drug  store 
for  his  board  and  lodging  with  a  family  friend  whose  in- 
fluence in  his  life  was  powerful  for  good. 

His  years  at  school  and  at  Hampden-Sydney  College 
were  all  too  short,  his  college  days  ended,  perhaps,  by  the 
death  of  his  father  which  occurred  about  this  time.  But 
young  Tufts  was  one  who  turned  every  moment  and  every 
opportunity  to  account,  his  wonderful  memory  for  details 
allowing  nothing  of  value  to  escape  him. 

Resident  engineer  of  the  Tennessee  Central  Railroad 
at  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  month,  he 
had  reached  at  twenty-five  what  inost  men  of  his  age 
would,  twenty-five  years  ago,  have  thought  a  satisfying 
success.  But  Tufts  was  the  exception.  Capable  of  more, 
and  knowing  it,  convinced  that  he  must  be  a  builder  and 
must  work  for  himself,  he  threw  up  his  position  and  flung  a 
challenge  to  fate  b)'  taking  a  contract  for  railway  con- 
struction w^ork  in  South  Georgia.  Here  difficulties  of  every 
sort  beset  him  and  sorely  tested  his  manhood  but  he  was 
found  equal  to  every  occasion.  He  lacked  even  the  means 
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to  meet  his  first  payroll  but  made  arrangements  for  pay- 
ments to  be  made  him  as  the  work  progressed.  Working 
with  the  energy  which  so  many  came  to  recognize  as 
characteristic  and  contagious,  he  saw  this  contract  through 
in  the  spirit  of  a  great  adventurer  in  the  face  of  floods, 
cold  and  snow,  holding  his  force  together  and  bringing 
order  and  discipline  into  a  camp  of  negroes  whom  a  bully 
of  their  own  race  had  dominated  and  the  sale  of  cocaine 
and  cheap  whiskey  had  demoralized.  This  was  where 
Tufts  won  his  spurs  and  gained  the  recognition  of  men  of 
affairs  on  the  watch  for  men  of  courage  and  ability. 

At  the  age  of  thirty  he  was  married  to  Miss  Jeanie 
\\'ilco.x,  of  Macon,  who,  with  their  three  sons,  survive  him. 

In  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Kansas  City,  Winnepeg  and 
Baltimore,  he  built  Coca-Cola  factories  and  while  at  work 
in  Baltimore,  he  secured  the  contract  to  cover  with  a 
viaduct  the  unsightly  stream  known  as  Jones'  Falls.  He 
was  the  lowest  bidder  on  the  Jones'  Falls  work  by  fifty 
thousand  dollars  and  though  hampered  by  snows  and 
floods,  his  conduct  of  the  work  and  its  execution  gave 
entire  satisfaction  and  his  profit  in  money  and  reputation 
was  gratifying  to  him  and  to  his  friends. 

Later,  working  day  and  night  on  a  great  Baltimore 
warehouse,  he  pushed  the  work  to  completion  far  ahead 
of  time  and  was  willing  to  compromise  on  the  heavy  bonus 
to  which  this  feat  entitled  him. 

Established  in  Baltimore  with  a  successful  future 
awaiting  him,  he  gave  it  up  to  return  to  Atlanta  and  build 
Emory  Univ-ersity,  for  this  work  appealed  to  his  imagina- 
tion and  into  it  he  threw  himself  heart  and  soul  with  a 
result  that  stands  for  all  to  admire,  a  wilderness  trans- 
formed into  the  beautiful  home  of  a  great  school  of  learn- 
ing. 

Atlanta  has  many  buildings  which  Arthur  Tufts 
erected,  among  them  the  great  Candler  warehouse  taken 
over  by  the  Government  for  war  purposes  and  Camp 
Gordon,  the  army  cantonment,  near  Atlanta.  He  built 
hostess  houses  for  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation at  army  camps  throughout  the  South. 

But  greater  and  of  more  value  than  his  skill  and  genius 
as  shown  in  erecting  structures  of  usefulness  and  beauty, 
in  enhancing  the  natural  beauties  of  the  places  where  he 
worked  or  in  revealing  unsuspected  powers  in  the  materials 
which  he  employed  was  his  wonderful  gift  of  finding  and 
calling  forth  the  best  in  the  men  with  whom  he  worked. 

It  is  nearer  the  truth  to  say  that  he  worked  with  men 
than  that  they  worked  for  him,  since  he  made  them  feel 
that  they  and  he  were  fellow  workers,  and  the  results  were 
often  magical.  It  was  not  merely  that  they  gave  him  in 
their  work  the  best  that  was  in  them  to  give  but  that  in  so 
doing  they  grew,  for  he  had  touched  the  secret  springs  of 
loyalty  which  open  the  door  of  those  chambers  wherein 
dwell  powers  of  whose  existence  their  owners  are  often 
unaware. 

His  interest  in  his  men  followed  them  everywhere  in 
helpful  waj's.  There  were  times  when  he  might  have 
abandoned  the  great  career  of  a  contracting  engineer  with 
honor  and  profit,  times  when  the  need  of  rest  often  tempted 
him  to  do  it,  but  he  thought  of  the  working  force  that  he 
had  drawn  together  and  of  his  duty  to  stand  by  them  as 
they  had  stood  by  him  and  for  their  sakes  and  for  their 
families'  sakes  he  carried  on. 

From  his  home  at  Emory  L^niversity,  near  Atlanta, 
Arthur  Tufts  was  called  by  the  Master  Builder  on  the 
twenty-third  of  February,  1920,  to  continue  his  work 
elsewhere. 


Death  came  to  him  in  the  fullness  of  his  powers  and 
with  a  prospect  before  him  of  usefulness  everywhere,  in 
his  home  where  he  was  a  boy  with  his  boys,  in  the  great 
commercial  world  where  he  was  respected  and  fast  growing 
into  great  power,  in  his  church  where  his  sound  judgement 
and  his  fresh  and  read}'  interest  made  themseh'es  pro- 
foundly felt. 

His  state  and  city  knew  him,  as  many  parts  of  the 
country  had  come  to  know  him,  as  a  construction  engineer 
of  great  originality  and  resourcefulness,  but  his  friends 
know  he  dealt  with  men  and  human  problems  even  more 
enthusiastically  than  with  those  of  material  construction; 
that  he  was  a  man  with  a  high  purpose  and  a  wide  out- 
look who  builded  men  and  character. 

A  Christian,  impressed  with  the  seriousness  of  life, 
belie\ing  from  the  heart  in  the  Christ  whom  he  served,  he 
enjoyed  in  forty  years  more  real  living  than  many  have 
known  in  twice  his  span  of  days  and  passed  to  higher 
service  and  to  fuller  life. 

They  mourn  him,  the  family  of  which  he  was  the 
worthy  joyous  head,  the  wide  circle  of  friends  who  loved 
and  honored  him,  the  men  who  learned  from  him  the 
worth  and  dignity  of  work.  They  miss  him,  the  many 
whom  he  helped,  boys  to  an  education,  the  sick,  the 
hungry,  the  unfortunate.  For  he  was  royally  gifted  in  the 
great  art  of  helping  and  ready  with  his  aid  to  such  as  these, 
telling  them  that  it  was  a  loan  which  they  could  repay 
when  they  felt  able. 


Samuel  Doak 

By  DR.  H.  R.  McILWAINE 

SAMUEL  DOAK,  D.  D.,  the  son  of  Samuel  Doak  and 
Jane  Mitchell  Doak,  was  born  in  Augusta  County, 
Va.,  near  the  site  of  the  present  village  of  Greenville.  His 
father  and  mother  emigrated  when  young  from  the  north 
of  Ireland  to  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania.  There  they 
were  married,  and  removed  soon  (1738)  to  Virginia. 
Samuel  was  born  in  1749,  and  died  on  the  twelfth  of 
December,  1830,  in  Tennessee. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  by  Robert  Alexander,  the 
Rev.  John  Brown,  Dr.  Edmondson  and  Ebenezer  Smith, 
who  taught  successively  the  school  that  afterwards  be- 
came W.  &;  L.  L'niversity.  Entering  Princeton  in  October, 
1773,  he  graduated  in  1775.  He  married,  the  same  year, 
Esther  Montgomery,  the  sister  of  the  Rev.  John  Mont- 
gomery, of  Augusta  County.  He  was  second  assistant 
in  Prince  Edward  Academy  (now  Hampden-Sydney 
College)  from  January,  1776,  to  the  latter  part  of  1776, 
being  employed  as  a  substitute  for  Mr.  John  Springer. 
When  Mr.  Springer  was  able  to  enter  on  his  duties — I 
have  been  unable  to  find  the  exact  date.  Mr.  Doak 
returned  to  Augusta  County.  While  at  Hampden-Sydney 
he  read  theology  under  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Smith.  He  was 
licensed  to  preach  by  Hanover  Presbytery  October,  1777, 
having  continued  his  theological  studies  under  the  Rev. 
William  Graham,  of  Liberty  Hall  Academy  (later  W.  &  L. 
University).  His  first  charge  was  in  Washington  Count}-, 
Va.  The  latter  part  of  1778  he  removed  to  Washington 
County,  Tenn.  Here  he  organized  several  churches  and 
founded  the  first  institution  of  learning  in  the  Mississippi 
\'alle}'.  This  was  chartered  as  Martin  Academy  by  the 
legislature  of  North  Carolina  in  1783.  In  1795  it  became 
Washington   College.   Dr.   Doak  w-as   its   President   until 
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1818,  when  he  resigned.  Under  him  the  college  was  most 
prosperous,  many  ministers,  lawyers,  doctors  and  teachers 
of  the  early  days  of  Tennessee  there  receiving  training. 
On  his  resignation  from  the  presidency  of  Washington 
College,  he  removed  to  Tusculum,  Tenn.,  where  he  opened 
Tusculum  Academy,  to  prepare  young  men  for  college.  He 
died  at  Bethel. 

Dr.  Foote  in  his  ^'Sketches  of  North  Carolina"  quotes 
a  "gentleman  who  knew  him  well"  (name  not  given)  as 
saying:  "His  praise  is  in  all  the  churches.  During  the 
Revolutionary  War,  he  was  a  warm,  decided,  and  uniform 
friend  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  took  part  in  the 
defense  of  his  country,  was  a  member  of  the  convention 
that  in  1784-85  gave  rise  to  the  insurrectionary  state  of 
Franklin;  was  on  the  committee  that  reported  an  article 
of  its  constitution  making  provision  for  the  support  of 
learning;  and  to  the  close  of  life  was  still  its  devoted 
servant,  advocate  and  patron.  A  rigid  opposer  of  inno- 
vation in  religious  tenets;  very  old-school  in  all  his  notions 
and  actions;  uncompromising  in  his  love  of  the  truth  and 
his  hostility  to  error  or  heresy,  a  John  Knox  in  his  charac- 
ter, fearless,  firm,  nearly  dogmatical  and  intolerant;  but 
no  one  has  been  more  useful  to  church  or  state,  except  it 
be  Hale  or  Caldwell  in  North  Carolina,  or  Waddell  in 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia.  A  volume  would  not  ex- 
haust the  incidents  of  his  life." 


Our  New  Water  Supply 

J.  H.  C.  WINSTON 

Last  fall  we  decided  to  drill  a  deep  well  in  the  hope  that  we  might  be 
free  of  "water  famine"  scares.  After  drilling  about  350  feet  an  abundant 
supply  of  clear  water  was  obtained.  Tests,  carried  out  before  the  drought 
was  broken,  showed  that  more  than  100,000  gallons  a  day  could  be 
counted  on;  our  consumption  at  present  is  about  20,000  gallons. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses,  recently  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  are  particularly  gratifying,  for  they  show  that  this 
water  is  absolutely  safe,  and  unusually  pure. 

In  a  water  to  be  used  for  human  consumption  the  prime  consider- 
ations are  three,  organic  matter,  mineral  matter,  palatableness. 

Organic  matter — Bacteria  feed  on  organic  matter;  if  water  contains 
no  organic  matter,  there  can  be  no  bacteria  present.  Our  chemical 
analysis  shows  no  organic  matter,  our  bacteriological  examination  shows 
no  bacteria.  Our  water  is  therefore  germ-free  and  safe.  No  load  of 
chlorine  is  required. 

Mineral  matter — This  material  may  be  either  in  suspension  (like 
silt  in  "muddy"  water),  or  in  solution.  Since  this  water  is  always  clear  it 
contains  no  mineral  matter  in  suspension;  it,  therefore,  is  unnecessary  to 
load  it  with  alum,  or  to  filter  it.  The  mineral  matter  in  solution  is  un- 
usually low,  132  parts  per  million,  or  about  8  grains  per  gallon.  Many 
fine  potable  waters  carry  ten  times  as  much  mineral  matter.  The  chief 
use  of  water  in  the  human  body  is  as  a  solvent;  pure  water — carrying  no 
dissolved  solid — is  the  best  solvent;  the  more  water  is  loaded  with  mineral 
matter  the  poorer  solvent  it  becomes.  This  water  is  therefore  an  un- 
usually good  "drinking"  water  because  of  its  high  solvent  power.  It  is 
interesting  to  learn  that  the  mineral  matter  present  is  largely  bicarbonates 
of  magnesium  and  calcium.  This  means  a  "hard"  water.  The  amount, 
however,  is  so  small  as  to  be  negligible. 

Palatableness — This  is  an  important  quality  in  a  potable  water,  for 
if  unpleasant  to  the  taste  one  drinks  too  little  water  for  maximum  benefit. 
Our  water  contains  about  two  grains  of  magnesium  salts  per  gallon,  and 
has,  in  consequence,  to  the  taste  (or  to  the  imagination)  a  slight  tang. 
This  is  not  harmful,  but  probably  helpful.  The  mineral  salt  is  the  same  as 
found  in  the  medicinal  waters  of  Seidlitz,  of  Kissingen,  and  of  Marienbad 
although  in  these  famous  waters  there  is  a  much  higher  percentage  of  the 
salt.  Most  drinkers  of  the  water  find  it  palatable,  and  all  find  it  good 
water. 

We  are  fortunate  in  our  new  water  supply.  The  yield  is  adequate 
for  present  and  future  needs.  The  water  is  germ-free  and  safe;  it  contains 
little  mineral  matter  and  is  a  fine  solvent;  it  is  not  unpleasant  to  the  taste 
and  is  a  good  "drinking"  water. 


Forensics

THE  Hampden-Sydney  debating  teams  have  carried 
the  colors  some  2,300  miles  this  season,  principally 
in  the  South.  They  have  weighed  the  chain  stores  in  the 
balance;  submerged  woman  in  the  home  once  more,  and 
championed  legal  censorship  as  the  safeguard  of  the 
nation.

The  Debate  Council 
Award,  a  prize  of  ^10,  awarded  annually  to  the  best 
intercollegiate  debater  of  the  year,  went  this  year  to 
Macon  Reed,  Jr.  Mr.  Reed  has  enjoyed  the  remarkable 
record  of  participating  in  eleven  intercollegiate  debates 
in  the  past  two  years  and  winning  ten  of  these.  Out- 
standing work  in  rebuttal,  effective  delivery  and  debate 
strategy,  respectively,  has  been  done  by  Plummer  Jones, 
E.  L.  Kendig  and  Charles  Troland.  We  deeply  regret  the 
loss  by  graduation  of  the  four  above-mentioned  seniors, 
but  look  hopefully  to  the  others  to  carry  on  the  torch. 


From  the  Office  of  the 
College  Physician 

RAY  A.  MOORE,  M.  D. 

During  the  session  1930-31  there  were  3,085  calls  on  the  College 
Physician  at  his  morning  oflice  hours.  Routine  physical  examinations 
and  work  outside  of  this  morning  sick  call  are  not  included.  Of  the  254 
students  enrolled  227  called  on  the  College  Physician  and  of  the  re- 
maining 27  there  were  very  few  who  did  not  call  on  the  Nurse.  120 
students  spent  one  or  more  days  in  the  Infirmary  totaling  600  days.  This 
represents  597  "complaints"  which  fall  roughly  into  the  following  classes: 
Injuries,  100  (80  of  which  were  Athletic);  Parasitic  Skin  Diseases,  15; 
Skin  Infections,  57;  Respiratory  Infections,  including  Influenza  and 
Measles,  no;  Digestive  Disturbances,  85;  Special  Examinations,  30; 
Vaccinations,  10;  Miscellaneous  Ailments,  190. 

In  spite  of  this  formidable  array  of  statistics  there  were  really  very 
few  cases  of  serious  illness  during  the  session  and  fewer  athletic  casualties 
than  for  any  of  the  past  three  sessions.  There  were  three  cases  of  ap- 
pendicitis and  one  of  Vincent's  Angina  listed  among  the  miscellaneous, 
'ilie  majority  of  the  calls  listed  under  miscellaneous  were  medical  excuses 
for  visits  to  the  dentist  and  medical  excuses  for  "eye  trouble" — real 
or  imaginary. 
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Obituary 

CAPTAIN  HENRY  A.  VV ATKINS 
Attributed  to  Hon.  Hugh  Blair  Grigsby 

Died  on  the  15th  instant,  at  Woodfork,  his  residence,  in  Charlotte 
Co.,  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age.  Captain  Henry  A.  VVatkins.  To  his  last 
hour  he  retained  all  his  faculties,  and  exhibited  during  his  illness  a  self- 
possession  in  the  arrangement  of  his  wordly  concerns,  and,  if  we  may  so 
speak,  a  sympathy  for  those  about  him,  which  is  as  rare  as  it  was  affecting. 
In  the  practice  of  the  greatest  temperance  in  all  things,  he  may  be  said 
to  have  passed  his  life  so  uniformly,  that  a  common  eye  could  hardly 
detect  a  difference  between  the  man  of  fifty  and  seventy-eight.  His 
position  in  the  society  of  Charlotte  was  peculiar;  for,  while  his  birth  dated 
far  back  into  the  last  century,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  past  generation 
was  intimate  and  e.^act,  he  so  lived  with  the  present,  was  so  active  in 
business,  so  cordial  in  his  affections,  so  benevolent  in  his  impulses,  that 
we,  who  were  much  his  juniors  in  years,  seemed  to  regard  him  as  having 
equal  interests  with  ourselves,  and  a  fair  chance  of  a  still  more  protracted 
career.  To  say  that  the  void  his  death  has  made  in  our  county  can  never 
be  filled  during  the  present  generation,  is  to  speak  the  universal  con- 
viction; for  he  was  so  nearly  connected  by  the  ties  of  relationship  and 
good  will  with  so  many  persons,  was  the  center  of  so  many  and  such 
pleasing  associations,  that,  as  the  element  of  time  was  necessary  in  the 
formation  of  such  a  character,  so  we  at  least  who  survive  him  can  never 
behold  his  like  again. 

He  was  the  oldest  magistrate  of  Charlotte  and,  ever  patriotic,  led  a 
company  of  artillery  to  Norfolk  during  the  War  of  181 2,  when  that  city 
was  threatened  by  the  enemy.  In  the  camp,  as  on  his  estate,  the  same 
system  and  vigor,  tempered  by  great  blandness  of  manner,  marked  his 
career,  and  he  thus  not  only  brought  his  men  to  such  a  high  degree  of 
military  discipline  as  to  call  forth  the  applause  of  General  Porter,  but  so 
guarded  their  health  during  the  sickly  season,  that,  to  his  great  honor, 
he  returned  to  their  homes  in  Charlotte  every  member  of  his  corps  but 
one,  who  died  of  a  disease  not  connected  with  climate  or  exposure.  Had 
other  officers  acted  with  equal  caution,  how  justly  would  the  fair  fame 
of  the  favorite  seaport  of  our  state  been  preserved  from  the  prejudices 
which,  even  at  this  late  day  in  the  interior,  still  assail  the  salubrity  of  its 
atmosphere  and  its  genial  climate;  and,  above  all,  how  many  gallant 
men,  whose  bodies  now  moulder  beneath  the  sod  of  potters  field,  would 
have  been  saved  for  their  country  and  their  homes! 

To  Captain  Watkins  was  assigned  the  station  at  Fort  Barbour,  and 
we  have  heard  him  say,  among  other  more  important  things,  that  he  had 
strict  orders  to  burn,  on  the  approach  of  the  British,  the  large  wooden 
house  which  formerly  stood  at  what  was  then,  as  it  is  now  probably, 
called  the  Sycamores.  When  his  term  of  duty  expired,  he  was  earnestly 
requested  by  General  Porter  to  enter  the  regular  army;  but  his  age,  as 
well  as  his  large  family,  induced  him  to  decline  the  service. 

Although  not  an  active  politician  in  the  modern  sense,  he  took  a 
deep  interest  in  public  affairs,  as  well  became  the  man  who  had  listened 
to  the  eloquence  of  Patrick  Henry,  who  was  the  frequent  guest  of  his 
father,  and  was  himself  the  personal  friend  of  John  Randolph,  of  Roa- 
noke. Here,  as  in  other  things,  a  sense  of  duty  governed  him;  and  on  the 
7th  instant,  eight  days  only  before  his  death,  he  drove  to  the  Court 
House,  about  five  miles  distant  from  his  house,  to  record  his  vote  for  the 
man  of  his  choice. 

For  nearly  half  a  century  he  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  "walked  worthily  of  the  vocation  whereby  he  was  called." 
His  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  church  in  this  section  was  almost 
coeval  with  its  birth;  for  he  was  old  enough  to  hear  the  discourses  of 
John  Blair  Smith,  and  knew  intimately  Hoge,  Alexander,  Lacy,  Lyle 
and  the  other  eminent  names  that  adorn  its  annals.  To  its  treasury  he 
was  a  munificent  contributor,  and  rejoiced  in  the  increase  of  its  numbers 
and  in  the  spread  of  its  faith.  And  thus  were  his  friends  prepared  for  the 
calmness  of  his  last  hours,  and  for  that  brightness  of  faith  which  dispelled 
the  shadows  of  the  grave. 

But  it  was  in  his  own  house,  and  in  the  lovely  tenor  of  his  life,  that 
the  writer  of  this  notice  loves  to  remember  him.  He  dispensed  a  generous 
hospitality,  and  so  mingled  the  duties  of  the  host  with  the  affections  of 
the  friend,  that  the  delighted  guest  was  inclined  to  feel  that  he  was  the 
dispenser  of  kindness  instead  of  its  recipient.  So  gracefully  did  he  wear 
his  old  age,  so  fresh  were  his  sympathies  with  his  fellowmen,  that  his 
death  struck  them  as  if  he  had  fallen  in  middle  life  and  had  not  passed  the 
period  of  the  Psalmist.  He  was  confined  to  his  room  but  a  few  days, 
suffered  but  little  pain,  and,  after  having  made  a  cheerful  remark  to  his 
son  who  watched  beside  him,  he  died  instantaneously,  and  with  so  slight  a 
struggle,  that  It  was  hardly  possible  to  believe  that  his  spirit  had  passed 
away.  He  died  in  the  midst  of  his  children  and  grandchildren,  and 
soothed  and  watched  by  her  who  added  so  much  to  the  joys  of  his  latter 
years,  who  shares  so  freely  the  sympathies  of  her  numerous  friends, 
and  whose  pride  it  will  ever  be  to  cherish  the  memories  of  such  a 
partner. 


In  the  Days  of  Old 

(Continued  from  last  issue) 

It  was  the  custom  in  the  years  immediately  before  the  "War  Between 
The  States"  for  the  students  of  the  College  to  give  to  the  graduating 
class  what  they  called  the  "."Vnnual  Commencement  Party,"  this  function 
was  sometimes  held  at  the  "Commons  (or  Steward's)  Hall"  and  some- 
times at  the  old  "Randolph  House,"  in  FarmviUe.  .'\  committee  of 
students  acted  as  managers,  and  a  group  of  gentlemen — alumni  or 
friends — were  listed  as  "Attendant  Managers."  These  latter  served  to 
give  dignity  and  prestige  and  their  presence  gave  additional  assurance 
that  all  things  would  be  done  "decently  and  In  order." 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mrs.  MoUie  E.  Cobb,  of  Charlotte  Co.,  Va., 
we  were  able  to  reproduce  the  invitations  to  these  "Parties"  for  1857, 
1858  and  1859.  Recently,  Mrs.  M.  R.  Pennybacker,  of  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee,  has  sent  to  Dr.  Eggleston  duplicates  of  those  sent  by  Mrs. 
Cobb  and  In  addition  those  of  1855  and  of  i860.  These  read  as  follows: 
"Annual  Commencement  Party.  The  pleasure  of  your  company  is 
respectfully  solicited  at  the  Party  to  be  given  by  the  students  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  complimentary  to  the  Graduating  Class  on  June 
14,  1855,  at  Commons'  Hall,  Hampden-Sydney  College.

The  above  is  the  title  of  a  volume  of  Memoirs  by  Harrison  Robertson 
Thornton,  first-honor  man  of  the  Class  of  1874,  son  of  Col.  John  T. 
Thornton,  1842,  and  brother  of  the  distinguished  graduates  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Dr.  William  M.  Thornton,  1868,  so  long  Dean  of  the  Engineer- 
ing School  of  the  University  of  Virginia;  Professor  James  R.  Thornton, 
for  twenty-eight  years  beloved  Professor  of  Mathematics  at  this  College; 
and  Frank  Irving  Thornton,  1876,  who  graduated  with  the  second 
honor  of  his  class. 

The  author  of  this  book  was  appointed  in  1890  to  take  charge  of  a 
"Contract  School"  established  by  the  American  Missionary  Association 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  United  States  Government  at  Cape  Prince 
of  Wales,  Alaska. 

At  the  end  of  his  third  year  Mr.  Thornton  was  killed  by  some 
Eskimo  desperadoes;  but  he  left  interesting  and  instructive  notes  dealing 
with  the  Country,  the  people,  and  the  Natural  history  of  the  region  in 
which  he  worked.  Mr.  Thornton's  widow,  Mrs.  Neda  S.  Thornton,  and 
his  nephew.  Dr.  William  M.  Thornton,  Jr.,  1904,  as  editors  have  revised 
the  memoirs  and  included  an  interesting  biographical  sketch  of  the 
author.  His  brother  has  added  also  a  short  chapter  of  memories. 

The  book  is  published  by  the  John  Hopkins  Press  of  Baltimore, 
Aid.

Mc- 
Ilwaner,  D.  D.,  1905,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  "stood  up  and  made  his  best 
bow"  as  the  representative  of  his  alma  mater  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Duke  University  School  of  Medicine  on  April  20th.;  Hon.  C.  C.  Dickin- 
son, 1S69,  of  Clinton,  Mo.,  attended,  as  the  representative  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  the  inauguration  of  Dr.  R.  H.  Ruff  as  President  of  Central 
College,  Fayette,  Mo.  This  ceremony  took  place  at  the  Celebration  of 
the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  College. 

Notes  from  the  campus  of  U.  T.  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  tell  us 
that  Lorraine  Sanders,  1923,  is  President  of  the  Senior  Class;  that  L.  W. 
Topping,  1930,  is  Secretary  of  the  middle  class;  that  J.  C.  Mohler, '29, 
is  Vice  President  of  the  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry;  that  Paul  R. 
Shiflet,  '29,  is  President  of  the  Athletic  Association,  with  H.  H.  Bear,  '29, 
Vice  President,  in  charge  of  campus  football.  Dr.  E.  C.  Caldwell,  189S, 
was  reelected  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Union  Seminary  Reaifiv  and  Dr.  E.  T. 
Thompson,  1914,  is  book-editor  of  this  guarterly.  The  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Divinity  has  been  conferred  upon  E.  R.  Arehart,  B.  E.  Bain,  John  B. 
Cunningham,  R.  H.  Showalter  and  C.  Woodson  Browning,  Jr. 

At  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  K.  K.  Wallace,  1928,  will  be 
Editor-in-Chief  of  "Skull  and  Bones"  the  college  weekly;  and  H.  L.  C. 
Wilkerson  will  be  head  of  "The  Revelers,"  student  organization,  com- 
posed of  the  Dramatic  Club,  Glee  Club,  and  Orchestra.

Necrology 


George  Edward  Robertson,  1866,  died  May  6,  193 1,  at  the  home  of 
his  daughter  near  Ashland,  Va.  He  was  born  April  14,  1846,  in  Amelia 
Co.,  Va.  Leaving  college  as  soon  as  he  could  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
army,  he  served  for  a  time  as  courier  for  General  Deering;  but  was  later 
transferred  to  Graham's  Battery  with  which  he  served  until  the  close  of 
the  war.  He  made  his  home  in  Chesterfield  in  1S70.  On  September  16, 
1S75,  he  married  Miss  Mary  Frances  Perdue.  Three  daughters,  one 
son,  sixteen  grandchildren,  and  four  greatgrandchildren  survive.  He 
was  much  loved  and  respected  in  Chesterfield  Co.,  and  a  large  con- 
course of  people  attended  his  funeral.  Judge  Edwin  P.  Cox,  1888,  was 
one  of  the  honorary  pall-bearers. 

On  Wednesday,  June  3,  1931,  the  earthly  career  of  Miss  Carrie 
Stratton  ended.  Funeral  services  were  held  June  5th  from  the  Old 
Stone  Church  of  Lewisburg,  VV.  Va.  She  was  the  beloved  sister  of  our 
good  friend  and  loyal  Alumnus,  J.  Marion  Stratton,  1909,  who  has 
always  been  a  tireless  worker  in  the  interest  of  Hampden-Sydney.  The 
Editors  of  The  Record  extend  to  their  friend  and  co-worker  heartfelt 
and  sincere  sympathy  in  this  trial.  This  earth  has  lost  the  influence  of  a 
saintly  life,  but  the  memory  of  a  sweet  and  lovely  character  still  abides. 

Rev.  Arthur  D.  Wanchope,  189S,  died  at  his  home  in  Gainesville, 
Ga.,  March  15,  193 1.  He  was  born  at  Capon  Bridge,  W.  Va.,  July  11, 
1878.  He  graduated  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  1906,  and  served 
churches  in  Virginia,  Oklahoma,  North  Carolina  and  Canada  before 
settling  in  Georgia  where  the  latter  years  of  his  life  was  spent.  He  is 
survived  by  his  widow,  a  daughter  and  a  son.  "His  ministry  had  been 
richly  blessed  and  he  was  greatly  beloved." 

Dr.  J.  Nicholson  Barney,  1888,  public  health  officer  and  prominent 
physician  of  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  died  in  the  Walter  Reed  Hospital, 
Washington,  D.  C,  April  29,  193 1,  aged  sixty-four  years.  Born  in 
Powhatan  Co.,  Va.,  April  27,  1867,  he  was  the  son  of  Capt.  Joseph  N. 
and  Mrs.  Anne  Seddon  Barney.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  receiving  three  of  the  four  prizes  offered  to  the 
Senior  Class.  He  had  served  in  the  Spanish-American  War  and  in  the 
World  War.  He  was  buried  in  Fredericksburg,  surviving  are  his  widow 
(nee  Julia  Carter)  and  a  daughter  and  a  son. 

Daniel  A.  Overby,  1872,  died  in  Danville,  Va.,  April  25,  1931.  The 
active  pall-bearers  were  his  sons,  grandsons  and  sons-in-law.  The  honorary 
pall-bearers  were  the  elders  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  which 
Mr.  Overby  had  been  a  member  for  more  than  forty  years. 

James  David  Young,  1919,  died  recently  in  Denver,  Colorado.  He 
served  with  distinction  in  the  World  War,  but  returned  from  France 
stricken  with  tuberculosis  and  had  since  resided  in  Colorado  doing  such 
work  as  the  state  of  his  health  permitted.  He  was  the  brother  of  Rev. 
T.  K.  Young,  D.  D.,  now  pastor  of  the  Idlewild  Presbyterian  Church, 
Memphis,  Tenn. 

Archer  Phlegar  Johnson,  1902,  died  in  Christiansburg,  Va.,  April  26, 
1931,  aged  48.  He  was  the  son  of  Capt.  John  R.  and  Mrs.  Ella  Phlegar 
Johnson.  He  received  his  preparatory  training  at  the  Clay  Hill  Academy 
in  Clarke  Co.,  Va.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Montgomery  Co.  and  a  member  of  the  Boardof  Supervisors  of  the 
county.  His  brother,  J.  R.  Johnson,  Jr.,  1899,  is  a  lawyer  in  Pikeville,  Ky. 

Nathaniel  Macon  Martin,  1892,  died  in  West  Palm  Beach,  Florida, 
March  18,  1931.  He  was  born  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  in  1871;  and  for  many 
years  was  connected  with  the  S.  A.  L.  Railway.  His  wife  who  was  Miss 
Martha  Vaughan,  of  Petersburg,  survives  him. 

The  Record  extends  its  sympathy  to  Professor  Herman  Bell  of  the 
Faculty.  His  father,  J.  H.  Bell,  Esq.,  of  BerryviUe,  Clarke  Co.,  Va.,  died 
on  March  27,  193 1,  at  the  Memorial  Hospital  in  Winchester  from 
complications  following  influenza.  Mr.  Bell  was  one  of  the  outstanding 
men  in  his  county,  prominent  in  business  circles  and  in  religious  work, 
possessing  the  esteem,  respect  and  affection  of  a  large  group  of  ac- 
quaintances and  friends. 

Mrs.  Loula  Bennett  Stokes,  widow  of  Henry  Stokes,  Esq.,  1S78,  of 
Blackstone,  Va.,  died  at  the  home  of  her  step-daughter,  Mrs.  Chas.  Hall 
Davis,  Jr.,  in  Anderson,  Indiana,  on  March  26,  1931.  Mrs.  Stokes'  first 
husband  was  Thomas  H.  Dickinson,  Esq.,  1870,  and  she  had  spent  many 
years  of  her  life  in  and  near  Hampden-Sydney  where  she  was  greatly 
admired  and  sincerely  loved.  Durine  her  last  illness,  she  had  been 
fortunate  in  having  the  tender  and  efficient  care  of  Mrs.  Asa  D.  Watkins 
of  this  place.  Mrs.  Watkins  and  Mrs.  Davis  accompanied  Mrs.  Stokes' 
remains  to  Hampden-Sydney  where  funeral  services  were  conducted  at 
the  home  of  Dr.  Watkins.  The  good  lady  was  buried  in  the  Dickinson 
lot  in  the  cemetery  of  College  Church  on  Sunday  afternoon,  March  29th. 

Samuel  Coleman  Daniel,  1882,  died  at  his  residence  at  Charlotte 
Court  House,  Va.,  March  31,  1931,  of  double  pneumonia,  aged  72.  His 
wife,  nee  Edwina  Johnson,  died  several  years  ago.  He  is  survived  by  a 
brother,  Mr.  E.  F.  Daniel  and  by  a  sister.  Miss  Bessie  Daniel.  Dr.  A.  C. 
Hopkins,  1 888,  conducted  the  funeral  services. 


Some  Alumni  of  Olden  Days 

(Data  given  by  Dandridge  Spoiswood,  Esq.) 

I  find  in  the  Jones  Genealogy,  by  Augusta  B.  Fothergill,  that  Sterling 
Clack  Thornton  of  Brunswick  Co.,  Va.,  who  was  born  in  1753,  just 
before  his  father  moved  from  Gloucester  Co.,  and  who  married  Mary 
Jones,  March  17,  1777,  located  in  Prince  Edward  Co.,  Va.  (1800),  about 
one  mile  from  Hampden-Sydney  in  order  to  be  near  his  only  son,  William 
Jones  Thornton  who  was  a  student  at  the  College.  William  Jones 
Thornton,  after  graduating  at  Hampden-Sydney,  went  to  Philadelphia 
where  he  graduated  in  medicine.  He  practiced  in  Prince  Edward  and 
then  in  Campbell  Co.,  Va.  Later  he  settled  at  Ross'  Landing  in  Tenn- 
essee and  laid  off  the  first  lots  in  what  is  now  Chattanooga  and  thus 
may  be  regarded  as  the  founder  of  that  city. 

Dr.  William  Jones  Thornton  married,  first,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Caleb  Baker  of  Prince  Edward.  Of  this  marriage  there  were  two  children. 
One  died  young;  the  other,  Jane  Thompson  Thornton  (born  September 
I,  181 1)  married  Mackie  Dunlop  I'Anson,  manufacturer  and  for  some 
years  mayor  of  Petersburg.  The  I'Anson  children  were  Richard  (Hamp- 
den-Svdney,  1856),  M.  D.,  C.  S.  A.,  wounded  at  Yellow  Tavern,  died 
Mav  12,  1888;  Henrv  (1867),  M.  D.,  C.  S.  A.,  wounded  at  Sailor's  Creek, 
died  March  10,  1SS3;  James  (1868),  C.  S.  A.,  orderly  of  Col.  J.  P.  Fitz- 
gerald, member  of  Kemper's  Command,  died  October  i,  1874;  and 
Rev.  Thomas  Vernon  I'Anson,  a  Baptist  clergyman. 


William  Irby,  1829,  son  of  Edmund  Irbj'of  "Poplar  Hill,"  Nottoway 
Co.,  Va.,  and  his  wife,  Frances  Briggs  Lucas,  of  Granville  Co.,  N.  C. 
was  born  August  24,  1S08.  He  was  educated  at  old  Ebenezer  Academy, 
in  Brunswick  Co.,  and  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  Soon  after  coming 
of  age  he  bought  a  plantation  of  2,000  acres  in  Lunenburg  Co.,  Va.,  and 
built  his  home,  "Cedar  Circle,"  in  1840.  He  was  married  three  times. 
His  first  wife  was  Martha  Anne  Booth  of  Amelia  Co.  Their  daughter, 
Ellen,  married  Dr.  George  E.  Hardy.  The  second  wife  was  Martha 
Fitzgerald  who  died  young.  The  third  wife  was  Sarah  Elizabeth  Poin- 
dexter,  of  Florida,  who  survived  him  with  a  large  family  of  children. The 
Doctors  Irby  and  W.  R.  Turner,  Esq.,  of  Blackstone,  Va.,  are  descendants 
of  William  Irby. 


GOODRIDGE  ALEXANDER  WILSON,  1834,  A.  B.,  M.  D. 
(Fads  given  by  Miss  Grace  M.  H'ilson,  StovaH,  N.  C.) 

Goodridge  Alexander  Wilson,  born  1816,  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Good- 
ridge  Wilson  of  Cumberland  Co.,  Va.  His  mother  was  Elizabeth  Wood- 
son Venable,  daughter  of  Capt.  Nathaniel  Venable  of  "Slate  Hill," 
Prince  Edward  Co.,  Va.,  at  whose  house  plans  were  perfected  for  the 
establishment  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  who  was  on  the  first  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Academy  and  a  Charter  Trustee  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Wilson  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Jefferson 
Medical  College,  in  Philadelphia,  in  1837,  when  he  was  twenty-one 
years  of  age.  In  the  same  vear  he  married  Miss  Margaret  N.  Reid, 
daughter  of  Rev.  William  Shields  Reid,  D.  D.  (1788-1853),  who  (a 
graduate  of  Princeton  in  1802)  was  acting  President  and  President 
pro  tem.  of  the  College  for  a  short  time  after  Dr.  Archibald  Alexander 
resigned  in  1806,  and  who  founded  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Lynchburg,  Va.  Dr.  Reid's  wife  was  Miss  Clementina  F.  Venable  (1788- 
1841),  daughter  of  Col.  Samuel  Woodson  Venable  and  his  wife,  Alary 
Carrington. 

Dr.  Wilson  located  in  Clarksvllle,  Va.,  and  practiced  his  profession 
in  Mecklenburg  and  the  adjoining  counties  of  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina  for  several  years.  In  1852,  he  removed  to  Richmond,  Va.,  and 
was  Editor  of  "The  Stethoscope,"  a  medical  journal  published  there. 
He  later  returned  to  his  country  practice  having  settled  in  Sommerset, 
N.  C,  where  he  had  a  wide  field  of  labor,  which  he  covered  on  horse- 
back. In  consequence  of  this  strenuous  life,  his  vigorous  constitution 
was  undermined;  and  his  son.  Dr.  William  R.  Wilson,  took  him  to 
Dallas,  Texas,  hoping  that  rest  and  change  would  restore  him  to  health. 
This  hope,  however,  was  not  realized  and  the  good  doctor  died  at  his 
new  home  July  3,  1886. 

Incidentally,  we  may  state  on  the  authority  of  the  late  Hon.  Walter 
A.  Watson  that  this  Dr.  Wilson  was  the  man  whose  election  to  a  chair 
in  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  caused  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia to  sever  its  connection  with  Hampden-Sydney  College  under  whose 
charter  the  Medical  College  had  been  operating.

President's  Report 


To  the  General  Alumni  Association 
of  Hampden-SydneyCoUege  : 

"Happy  is  that  people  whose  annals  are  brief."  I  do 
not  know  how  that  will  apply  in  this  case  but  certainly  my 
report  will  be  brief  for  the  reason  that  there  has  been  little 
activity  on  my  part  as  i.'our  President.  During  the  late  fall 
of  1930,  I  attended  the  annual  dinner  of  the  New  York 
Alumni  Chapter,  which  was  well  attended  and  the  interest 
of  this  Chapter  in  the  College  is  continued.  It  was  a  very 
pleasant  occasion.  The  Philadelphia  people,  finding  that  a 
representative  from  the  College  would  be  in  New  York, 
asked  me  to  come  over  to  Philadelphia  to  meet  with  a 
small  group  of  them.  The  notice,  however,  was  very  short 
and  the  only  ones  that  appeared  were  Sam  Osborne  and 
Har\-ey  Buck.  These  men  can  always  be  counted  on.  I 
feel  sure  also  that  if  they  had  known  ten  days  earlier,  half 
a  dozen  or  more  would  have  been  present. 

In  May,  I  was  the  guest  of  the  Richmond  Chapter  at 
their  spring  dinner  at  the  Commonwealth  Club.  This 
meeting  was  well  attended  and  much  interest  manifested. 
On  the  1 8th  of  May,  after  the  game  with  William  and 
Mar\-  College,  we  had  a  most  pleasant  gathering  of  the 
Southside  Alumni  Chapter  at  the  Commons  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  on  the  30th  of  May,  Secretary  \\'alker  and 
myself  were  the  guests  of  the  Washington,  D.  C,  Chapter, 
the  occasion  being  a  dinner  given  at  the  Greenbury  Point 
Country  Club  at  Annapolis,  Fred  B.  Rhodes,  of  the  Class 
of  '97,  being  our  host.

I  find 
that  they  like  for  the  College  to  remember  them  and  that 
they  do  not  feel  that  it  should  be  a  one-sided  proposition, 
namely,  that  they  should  always  be  expected  to  recall  the 
College  when  the  College  does  not  recall  them.  They 
like  to  have  their  achievements  noticed  and  recorded,  and 
that  is  but  natural.

Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  Hampden-Sydney  College  was  held  in  Bagby 
Hall,  Tuesday,  June  gth,  at  3:30  P.  M.  President  Robt. 
K.  Brock  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The  invocation  was 
given  by  A.  C.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  'SS,  Charlotte  Court 
House,  Y'irginia. 

After  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting,  the  President  read  his  report.  This  was 
followed  by  a  summarized  report  of  the  General  Secretary 
(both  reports  published  in  this  issue).  A  number  of  repre- 
sentatives from  organized  Chapters  were  called  on  for 
reports.  Among  these  were:

Brief  reports  were  given  from  other  Chapters  as  fol- 
lows : 

Atlanta,  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  Halifax-Mecklenburg, 
Lynchburg,  New  Y'ork,  Pennsylvania,  Petersburg,  Roa- 
noke, Kentucky,  Tazewell,  Pittsylvania. 

Joseph  V.  Nichols,  '95,  back  for  the  first  time  in  thirt}-- 
nine  (39)  years,  expressed  his  great  pleasure  in  being  at 
the  old  College.  This  likewise  was  done  by  Peyton  Coch- 
ran, returned  after  an  absence  of  thirty  years,  in  the 
remark  that  "I  am  coming  back  every  year  from  now  on!" 

Dandridge  Spotswood,  '93,  addressed  the  Association 
on  matters  of  interest.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  it  would  be  well  to  have  royal  purple  as  the  College's 
colors;  also  the  name,  "Patriot,"  instead  of  "Tiger."  The 
speaker  gave  interesting  accounts  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
patriotic  service  and  of  the  adoption  of  the  present  colors, 
garnet  and  gray. 

A  motion  to  have  Mr.  Spotswood  represent  the  Alumni 
at  the  Sigma  Chi  Convention  to  be  held  in  the  near  future, 
was  lost.  (A  "Local"  is  petitioning  the  Sigma  Chi 
Fraternity  to  reinstate  its  chapter  here  and  it  was  felt  by 
some  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have  some  one 
represent  the  Alumni  at  the  fraternity's  convention.) 

Dr.  Dabney  addressed  the  Association  on  "The  Liberal 
Arts  College"  and  following  his  strong  statement,  the 
Association  unanimously  adopted  this  resolution:  "That 
it  is  the  sense  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  that  nothing  be  done  that  would  lower  the 
entrance  or  graduation  standards  of  the  College." 

P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Treasurer,  reported  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  had  assumed  the  deficit  of 
the  Association  and  had  likewise  allowed  the  sum  of 
$2,800  to  be  placed  in  the  College's  budget  for  next  year 
for  the  services  of  an  Alumni  Secretary. 

W.  W.  Martin,  '09,  reported  for  the  Committee  that 
was  appointed  to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
the  interest  of  the  Alumni  work.  Mr.  Martin  himself  was 
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before  the  Board  in  their  spring  meeting  and  he  reported 
their  "Icind  and  favorable"  attitude  toward  the  Alumni 
work.   (See   Treasurer's   report.) 

The  Nominating  Committee,  G.  A.  Lyle,  M.  S.  Smith, 
W.  W.  Martin,  brought  in  the  following  report  which  was 
unanimously  adopted:  President,  Robt.  K.  Brock,  Vice 
President,  H.  Wallace  Blanton;  Treasurer,  P.  Tulane 
Atkinson;  Secretary,  Geo.  L.  Walker. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  required  two-thirds  of 
the  active  chapters  had  passed  the  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  that  "The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist 
of  fifteen  Alumni,  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
Association,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum." 
The  Association  unanimously  ratified  this  action.  The 
President  announced  that  he  would  appoint  this  Executive 
Committee  later.  Adjournment.

1  BELIEVE  statistics  would  show  that  the  men  who 
have  taken  part  in  athletics  at  Hampden-Sydney  come 
back  to  the  College  for  Commencement  in  greater  numbers 
than  any  other  group  of  Alumni.  There  is  nothing  that 
gives  us  greater  joy  than  to  see  the  Tigers  come  back  home. 
When  I  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  1908  the 
thing  that  impressed  me  most  about  the  College  was  the 
loyalty  of  its  faculty,  student  body  and  alumni.  Those 
of  us  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  make  the  teams  felt 
that  such  loyalty  deserved  the  very  best  that  was  in  us. 
It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  same  loyalty  to-day.  Space 
will  not  permit  a  full  list  of  former  Garnet  and  Gray 
warriors  but  I  should  like  to  name  a  few  with  whom  it  was 
my  pleasure  to  chat  during  FINALS. 


Harold  Dudley,  of  Lynchburg,  came  back  to  present  the  athletic 
tokens  and  certificates.  He  handled  the  situation  like  a  veteran  and 
seemed  just  as  much  at  home  on  the  platform  as  he  did  years  ago  behind 
the  bat  on  Death  Valley.  Harold  Dudley  is  doing  wonderful  work  in 
the  ministry,  especially  with  the  young  people  of  Lynchburg.  We  e.xpect 
many  of  his  youngsters  to  enroll  with  us  in  the  future. 


The  football  squad  of  1908  was  well  represented  on  the  campus  by 
Judge  Archie  Buchanan,  of  Tazewell,  Virginia,  Merriman  Smith,  At- 
torney at  Law,  of  Bluefield,  West  Virginia,  Hubert  Clarke,  Journalist, 
of  West  Virginia,  Dr.  Wallace  Blanton,  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  George 
L.  Walker,  Alumni  Secretary,  Hampden-Sydney,  Virginia,  Chas.  A. 
Bernier,  Athletic  Director,  Hampden-Sydney,  Virginia. 


Archie  Buchanan  was  back  and  we  enjoyed  going  over  some  of  the 
games  we  played  together.  Football  in  igoS  was  a  more  rugged  game 
than  it  is  to-day.  It  was  especially  hard  on  lightweights.  Archie  tipped 


the  scales  for  about  157  but  he  hit  like  a  200-lb,  man.  His  play  at  tackle 
or  guard  was  always  brilliant  and  consistent. 


Merriman  Smith  was  one  of  the  best  ends  that  ever  graced  old 
Death  Valley.  Although  light  he  made  up  for  this  by  speed  and  aggress- 
iveness. His  strong  forte  was  to  snag  the  forward  passes  at  top  speed 
and  plant  the  oval  behind  the  goal  posts. 


Hubert  Clarke  played  in  the  line  and  backfield.  He  was  a  line 
plunger  of  unusual  skill,  carrying  the  ball  well  above  his  head  in  a  most 
unorthodox  fashion,  but  he  never  fumbled.  Coach  Lewis  Riess  called 
him  Pile  Driver  Clarke  and  I  can  easily  see  why  he  gave  him  that  name 
as  I  had  to  stop  him  on  several  occasions. 


Wally  Blanton  was  one  of  the  best  open  field  runners  in  Virginia 
but  I  can't  say  that  this  was  his  forte  as  he  did  everything  well.  The 
writer  cashed  in  on  many  runs  that  were  due  directly  to  Wally's  inter- 
ference. He  was  a  fine  receiver  of  passes  and  could  also  spiral  them  with 
the  best  of  players.  His  punting  ability  made  him  what  we  term  to-day 
a  "triple  threat"  man.  Football  was  not  the  only  sport  in  which  he 
excelled.  Basket  ball,  baseball  and  tennis  were  sports  in  which  he  made  a 
reputation.  I  understand  he  has  taken  up  golf  in  recent  years  so  watch 
the  newspapers  for  a  new  champion  in  the  near  future. 


George  Walker,  our  .Alumni  Secretary,  was  a  hard-running,  off- 
tackle  type  of  backfield  man.  When  yards  were  badly  needed  George 
would  take  the  oval  on  a  slant  of  tackle  against  any  kind  of  opposition. 
Light,  but  wiry  and  tough,  he  stood  the  pounding  and  grind  of  the  old 
type  game  with  great  courage.  I  do  not  recall  that  George  ever  called 
time  out  because  of  injuries. 


Billy  Martin  and  Russell  Fergusson  motored  up  with  Dr.  Blanton. 
Billy's  hobby  along  athletic  lines  was  basket  ball  and  few  men  in  colle- 
giate ball  could  shoot  them  through  the  hoop  more  consistently.  He

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played  on  the  first  team  Hampden-Sydney  turned  out  and  was  Captain 
of  the  1908-09  Quint.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  play  on  the  same  team  with 
him. 


Russell  Fergusson  was  the  stalwart  center  of  the  1917  championship 
football  team.  "Fergy"  was  no  little  "Orphan  Annie"  as  he  tipped  the 
beam  for  something  like  215.  Defensively,  there  was  no  better  pivot 
man  in  the  State  and,  offensively,  he  could  take  any  opponent  down  the 
line  to  give  his  fullback  the  much  desired  alley  for  a  gain.  Fergy  had  and 
still  has  a  million-dollar  disposition.  He  was  never  under  pressure  re- 
gardless of  the  opposition.  His  coolness  and  poise  under  fire  Iielped  to 
bolster  up  the  morale  of  the  younger  and  more  easily  disturbed  team- 
mates. I  will  not  attempt  to  write  up  his  baseball  career.  He  was  the 
Babe  Ruth  of  Death  Vallev. 


Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  of  Richmond,  was  an  all-around  athlete.  ."Ml  the 
sports  on  the  calendar  called  Frank.  He  was  good  in  all  of  them  but  I 
have  the  notion  that  football  was  his  hobby.  His  last  year  in  college 
(1907-08)  he  played  such  a  fine  game  that  he  was  mentioned  by  most 
all  sports  writers  for  the  m)'thical  .All-State  Eleven,  .■\fter  graduation 
he  coached  Hoge  Military  ."Academy  in  Blackstone.  Later  he  entered 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  This  college  was  turning  out  strong 
football  teams,  defeating  many  of  the  so  called  "Big  Four."  Frank  was 
the  outstanding  backfield  man  of  this  powerful  array  of  talent.  Recently 
he  has  added  laurels  to  his  accomplishments  by  winning  championships 
in  golf. 


Alfred  "Spritter"  Adkins,  captain  of  the  strong  1926  football  team, 
and  now  Coach  of  .\thletics  at  Greenbrier  Military  School,  was  back 
renewing  old  acquaintances.  !' Spritter"  has  had  great  success  at  Green- 
brier. His  teams  are  always  well  trained  and  show  a  high  degree  of 
sportsmanship  that  redounds  credit  to  Colonel's  Moore's  institution. 
Ffis  feats  on  Death  Valley  are  still  fresh  In  the  minds  of  alumni  and 
Tigers  followers.  On  my  recent  visit  to  Charlotte,  N.  C,  several  football 
enthusiasts  asked  me  to  bring  the  team  back  to  Charlotte  when  we 
uncovered  another  Adkins. 


John  "Mike"  Brinser  never  fails  to  return  to  his  alma  mater  at 
every  opportunity.  He  is  now  running  a  private  school  of  his  own  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  and  making  a  success  of  it.  Who  will  ever  forget  that 
great  Richmond  quartette  of  .Vdkins,  Brinser,  Dick  Dudley  and  Red 
Richardson?  They  came  here  in  1923  from  John  Marshall  High  School 
and  graduated  in  the  spring  of  1927.  Few  men  have  more  genuine  good 
fun  and  accomplish  the  much  sought  for  goal  in  the  class  room.  Good 
students,  fine  athletes  and  loyal  alumni,  a  combination  hard  to  beat. 


Curry  "Nick"  Carter  and  Edwin  "Ooley"  Ott  came  early.  The 
former  is  now  practising  law  in  Staunton  after  serving  Augusta  Military 
Academy  over  ten  years  as  teacher  and  coach.  As  player  he  was  the 
peer  of  all  second  basemen  we  have  had.  I  have  mentioned  often  the 
great  combination  at  second  base.  Carter  and  Thurman.  We  still  try 
to  imitate  them  on  Death  Valley.  The  present  day  Tiger  knows  "Nick" 
as  if  he  had  played  on  the  same  team.  Colonel  Roller,  of  .Xugusta,  rates 
him  the  best  prep  baseball  coach  in  the  country.  "Ooley"  Ott  is  now 
carrying  on  where  Nick  left  off.  The  Rollers,  of  .\ugusta,  like  Hampden- 
Sydney  men  for  their  teaching  abilit\'  and  sportsmanship.  Ott  is  making 
a  name  for  himself  in  his  chosen  field  and  is  probably  the  most  popular 
professor  at  A.  M.  A.  When  I  look  back  to  his  undergraduate  days  I 
recall  that  "Ooley"  was  one  of  our  great  batters  in  baseball.  I  have  no 
data  at  hand  but  believe  that  he  and  Charlie  Richmond,  now  head- 
master of  K.  M.  I.,  compiled  the  magnificent  average  of  better  than 
350  for  the  four  years  of  participation.

Captain  Martin,  Arehart,  Bird  Talbot  and  Ingles  ran 
their  last  races  for  the  Garnet  and  Gray  and  will  be  missed 
when  the  next  season  rolls  around.
